Oreat Britain) in the settlement of any 
difficulty they hnvo had.

If the administra 
tion had issued a plnin statement setting 
forth the actual grounds of tho Monroe 
doctrine, and showing how impossible i 
was for the United States to interfen 
whore no colonization or conquest o 
Nicaragua!! territory wjus contemplated 
tho people of the country would hav 
snen why the administration has adopte< 
its present course.

miners' scalo convention assembled in 
tbe second day's session in Wirthweiu'i 
hall behind closoil doors. The utmost 
secrecy ia being kept on nil of the ac- 
tions, suggestions and spcecbfs made in 
these executive sessions. This esclu- 
eivenese is even more marked than wa« 
tho case at the miners' Convention held 
In this city a few weeks iigo. 


A committee was appointed to notify 


Secretary Brooks of Urn oporntars' con- 
vention that a joiut convention could 
not be held before today. The commit- 
tee, was informed that the operators 
were doing nothing, being compelled to 
wait till the time set by the miners for 
the joint convention. 


A gentleman well posted ou the situa- 


tion from the operators' standpoint suid 
tbp.t the operators an:l thn miners wore 
practically in thojaaino bout; if the latter 
did not feel disposed to work at a rate of 
wages which will givo the operatora a 
chance to compete snfcetwt'ullv with the 
Pittabnrg opuratorH for control of the 
lake trade nothing will be done ou either 
aide. The laite jrado is necessary if tho 
operators, especially the Hockiug valley, 
are to keep their mines running. 


The indications seem to be that if the 


miners do not accode to the proposition 
as laid down by tbe operators, who ap- 
peared before the recent miners' conven- 
tion, a general shutdown of Hockiug 
valley mines and possibly others, will bo 
the result. The. nitmition is cortuiuly 
very complicated, eince the miners claim 
that with the work imd prices they are 
now receiving they are compelled to ex- 
ist partly on charity. 
On tho other 


hand, the claim of tbe operators is that 
many of them have not made anything 
in the pant two years. 


The morning session proved to be a 


most interesting one, several lively dis- 
cussions occurring over the all-absorbing 
thetuo of the convention, thu scale for 
the coming year. Some little change oJ 
views seems to havo taken place in the 
minds of some of the delegates, us it ia 
now nnderstood that the coneensus of 
opinion is for a re-enactment of the scale 
of last year. 


Some argue that it is not advisable to 


attempt to ruisa.tbo scale under pmnant 
renditions. While it is a hard matter to 
predict with any degree of certainty just 
,vhen thu new scale will be decided upon, 
;here lire some indications that an agree- 
mect may be reached some time this 
morning. Jn this event tho conference 
with the operators will not occur until 
'his afternoon.
